Council decided to request that the 
entire cost be paid by the state 
since the city has already planned 
to use $5,000 of its gas-tax funds 
for the proposed Santa Cruz Ave= 
nue Improvement Project. 

A letter from W. J. Russell, vice 
president of the Southern Pacifie
